To this 
end, a railroad track is being laid along the Meptun Shipyard, and a rail- 
road embankment is under construction on the bank of tne hamow Rivero 
i is project requires the building of a railroad overpass across the r&ix- 
road installations at the ferry landing site near Kabutzenhof in Rostock. 

■in late October 1949 work was being accelerated by working day and night 
with searchlights being used at night. The single-track railroad line is ’to 
establish a connection with the Port of Rostock. A switching station with 
spur tracks to the heptun Shipyard has been under construction in Bramov 
near Rostock since October 1949 « ^i&ht to ten switch sidings are being 


Z a A single-track railroad line from the Port of Rostock to the Bramov^ rail- 
road station via Petridamm has been under construction since November 1949 0 
This line runs outside the fenced-in area as far as Knbutzenhof and from 
th^re along the area of the Neptun Shipyard following the shipyard approach 
road .o the 9 rwotm railroad station, after crossing i>ober&ner and luebecker 
Streets „ The line is 4 to 4^ km long and is a direct connection between the 
Port of Rostock and wamemuende 0 * 

3 & The Bramow freight station has been considerably enlarged since late 1949^ 
as was observed on 19 key I950 o ^any new tracks have been laid, A single- 
track line has been built between tne Bramov freight station and the 
Rostock transshipping port* The trackage at the Bramovr railroad station 
has been enlarged by the tracks and switch sidings of the new railroad line 
which leads directly to the Rostock port. This project has been executed 
by DKRUTRA ( Dercitscne-^aGiache TransporfcgeeellsehaftK The new single-track 
railroad line was scheduled to be opened by 1 June 1950., 

4. The 1950 investment plan of the Directorate General, Soviet Gone Railroads 
provides for the two construction projects in the Schwerin railroad district. 
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The fi ^ st if the enlargement of the Briwww railroad station at an estimated 
cost of DM 250,000* Second is the reconstruction of the track installa- 
tions on the Rostock-Bramow line at an estimated cost of DM 165,000* 


5. At the. Brainow railroad station the dismantled spur tracks and roadbed to 
the sink el Aircraft Plant are being replaced. One track has been com- 
pleted and another is being laid. The work is being done with the help 
oi a mobile track construction shop from Schwerin. **

^he increased activity at the Rostock-Ylaniemuende port, and 

one speedy reconstruction of the shipyards and other industries in the 
area of Rostock caused a heavy strain on the railroad xines because of inade- 
quate railroad installations. In the neighboring railroad districts there 
was a considerable backlog of freight trains to be dispatched to hostock- 
;,arnejnuande«, £or this reason the Brainow railroad station is being converted 
into an additional receiving station for the Rostock area* It will be direct- 
ly connected with the railroad station at the Fort of Rostock by the reported 
construction of the single— track line which will eliminate the overburdened 
hostock freight and passenger stations. Herr B&chera, (fnu). Secretary of 
State in the ^inistiy of Traffic of the German Democratic Republic, stressed 
the importance of this project while inspecting traffic installations in 
Rostock in early May* It is assumed that a second receiving eta&ion. will 
be built south of Rostock* It is possibly that in connection with this 
project the dismantled second track of the V» arnemuende-Ro s t oc k-8 chwaan line 
and the dismantled single-track Schwaan-Buetzow line vdll be rebuilt. The 
reconstruction of the latter line was begun but then stopped. To date, no 
reports on the completion of tne Rostock Fort— Branioir line and the enlarge- 
ment of tne Braraow railroad station facilities have been received* It 
has probably not been possible to keep the fixed target date of 1 June 1950,
